he can to maintain his position, it 
won't be su rprising to see him

of 
pressu re. 
The report from u su ally well 
informed 
Japanese 
sou rces 
in 
Toky o that the Mikad o is pre­ 
paring to present himself at the 
American embassy for an au d ience 
with Su preme Command er Mac- 
A rthu r is as significant as it is 
sensational. 
Su ch a thing is u n­ 
preced ented , and if the imperial 
d escend ant of the su n god d ess can 
thu s walk among mortals and d o 
homage to his conq u eror withou t 
losing face W’ith 
the 
Japanese 
people—then he is a wizard . 
From time immemorial the pu b­ 
lic of Nippon has been tau ght that 
Mikad o is a liv ing God . They may 
not approach him, or look d irectly 
u pon his face. 
Before he passes 
throu gh the streets 
the 
police 
close the wind ows and 
pu ll 
the 
shad es abov e the street lev el so 
that no one may look d own u pon 
him. 
The crowd s along the line 
of procession bow low as the God - 
emperor passes, and only peek al 
him throu gh their ey elashes. 
Now, we are told , the Mikad o 
is to stand before the real emperor 
of 
Japan—General 
MacArthu r. 
We knowr that the general is ru ling 
Nippon throu gh the Imperial fig­ 
u re-head . bu t it’s d ou btfu l w heth­ 
er many of his hu mble and w or­ 
shipfu l su bjects realize it. 
So if 
and when this 
historic 
meeting 
takes place it's likely to prod u ce 
a shocking d isillu sionment among 
his people. 
There are, of cou rse, a consid er­ 
able nu mber of Japanese anti- 
Monarchists who hav e been w ait­ 
ing and pray ing for an opportu nity 
to ex ecu te a rev olu tionary cou p 
and ou st the emperor. From time 
to time they hav e d ared raise their 
v oices against him, bu t as often 
hav e been rou ghly d ealt with by 
the police. M ilitary -rid d en Japan 
hasn’t been a v ery healthfu l place 
for the growth of rev olu tionary 
id eas; or at least for their ex ecu - 
tion. 
It’s giv en to wond er now, 
howev er, whether the anti-M on- 
archists may not get into action 
again. America's attitu re toward s 
political change is clearly d efined 
for M acArthu r in the statem ent 
on initial post-war policy in Japan,

Washington last Satu rd ay .

The policy is to u se the ex isting 
form of gov ernment in Japan, not 
to su pport it. 
Changes 
in 
the 
form of gov ernment initiated by 
the Japanese people or 
gov ern­ 
ment in the d irection of mod ify ing 
its feu d al and au thoritarian ten­ 
d encies are to be perm itted and 
fav ored . 
In the ev ent that the 
effecu tation of su ch changes in­ 
v olv es the u se of force 
by 
the 
Japanese people or gov ernment 
against persons opposed thereto, 
the Su preme command er shou ld 
interv ene only where necessary to 
insu re the secu rity of his forces 
and the attainm ent of all other ob­ 
jectiv es of the occu pation.”

P E R S O N S w ith headache are 
apt to blame the condition on the 
©y es, bowels or sinuses. O f course, 
headaches 
m ay come from 
d is­ 
turbances of these p arts of the 
body , but there are m a n y other 
causes. W’hen a headache is caused 
by sin u s infection, the pain oc­ 
curs in attacks. It u su ally start» 
about ten in the m orning , reach es 
its g rea test sev erity about noon, 
and g r a d u a lly eases off b etw een 
three and four in the aftern oon . 
The location of 
the pain 
will 
depend on the sinus affected. I f 
the fron tal sinus is affected, the 
pain is u su ally felt across the for e ­ 
head. I f the sinuses 
in the ch eek ­ 
bones are affected th ere is pain 
behind the ey es. H ead ach e occur» 
in the tem ples when the eth m oid 
sin u ses are affected. T h e » phenoid 
« inuses are located f i r back and 
the pain in sphenoidal sin u sitis is 
in the hack part of the head. 


Tenderness Over 
S in uses 
A u sefu l sig n in d eterm in in g if 
a headache is due to sinus in fection 
is to d eterm ine if there is ten d er­ 
ness ov er the sinuses. T h e p ressu re 
ov er the sin u ses in the cheek-bone 
should he m ade at a point about 
on e-half inch to the side of the 
noae. In examination of the frontal 


sinus the pressure should be mad« 
on the under surface of th# ridgt 
•hove the eyes. 
Another method of diagnosis !■ 
the use of tr» nsillumin» tion. Thi» 
procedure is earried out in a dark­ 
ened room using a light. The light 
is placed in the patient’s mouth 
and then the doctor sees if tho 
lig h t passes through the various 
sinuses whieh are visible. If these 
examinations indicate sinoa infec­ 
tion an X-ray may be taken of the 
sinus, which is also helpful in the 
d iag nosis. A complete noae and 
throat examination also help« . 
I 
Plug of Was 
A plug of wax in the ta r canal 
may be responsible for pain in the 
temples. Congeetion of the lining 
membrane of the noae on one aid« 
indicates the preeence of sinus in­ 
fection in that section and dis­ 
charge from the noae is also a sign 
of sinusitis. 
Of course, once it is decided that 
•inus infection is present, proper 
treatment may then be carried o ut 
This may consist in the use of 
noae drops which shrink the lining 
membrane of the noae and allow 
the discharge to eaeape. Suction 
pumps may also bo employed in 
this process. In some instances, 
operations may bo requirod.
